"You 
know the saying 'Home Sweet 
Home'. What I like about the U. 
S is that every bit of it is differ- 
ent. I've traveled a great deal in 
the South and East, but haven t 
been in the west. We travel most 
ly by ship and train. 

"I suppose you wonder why I 
have lived in- all these different 
places. Father's work is the United 
Fruit Company, which deals with 
the cultivation and exportation of 
bananas. And so there is much 
need for him to travel around. 

"I've been through two revolu- 
tions," she continued. "One in 
Spanish Honduras and the other 
in Guatamala. Both were over 
presidential elections. They arc 
very common down in the Spanish 
countries. 

"Guatamala is a modern city of 
Spanish architecture with all mod- 
ern conveniences. We have all 
sports down there except football 
and, of course, ice hockey. We 
have all spots hi-li teams, baseball, 
soccer, basketball, horsebackrid- 
ing, and hiking. Hiking is a great 
sport down there because of the 
mine ruins and the old monaster-
